KEEPS ITS HANDS ON!MONEY 


British Government Controls” Supplies — 
Will Keep the Funds in the Hands 


of the Commons 


London, March 16.—The ministers 
yesterday adopted a new device in the 
war between the Lords and Commons 
by asking parliament to vote supplies 
for six weeks only, instead of from 
jour to six months, as has been the 
practice for the last fourteen years, 

The fact is not concealed that this 
device is intended to keep the power 
of the purse in the hands of the Honse 
of Commons, in readiness for a fresh 
constitutional crisis, which is expect- 
ed in the month of May, when the 
Lords probably will reject the resolu- 
tions curtailing their power of veto, 
so as to bring about the resignation of 
the government. 

If supplies were voted for — six 
months, Mr. Balfour could then take 
office and carry on the government, 
but with the necessity of coming to 
the House of Commons for a new 
vote on supply he would) be de- 
feated, 

The Conservatives in the House of 
Commons indignantly denounced the 
government’s action as “a shabby 
trick in its policy of evasion and chic- 
anery.” The representatives echoed 
this sentiment. Chancellor Lloyd 
George frankly admitted that it was
